price for your used car. 
The new 


NRA dealers' code does away with 
that sort of bargaining. 


At the same time, however, the 


code protects you from the tricks 
some unscrupulous dealers used to 
practice, to offset the disastrous com- 
petition in their business and the 
chiseling of some customersi 


Now. when you take your car to a 


dealer for appraisal, all he need do is 
lift the hood and look at the engine 
and serial number. 


Then he opens a fat book contain- 


ing some 3,000,000 tabulations, looks 
through the group of-serial numbers* 
that includes your car and quotes a 
price without batting an eyelash. 


Take It or Leave It 


That's all there's to it—take it or 


leave it. Bargaining with Win for 
a higher figure won't do you a bit of 
good, because any other dealer to 
whom you take your car will do ex- 
actly the siime thing. 


That mysterious book of facts tells 


the dealers of the United Stales the 
highest prices which they may quote 
for cars of nearly 10,000 classifications. 
They may go lower, but never above, 
these figures. If they do go above the 
maximum, and they're discovered, a 
serious fine and perhaps loss of the 
Blue Eagle will be their penally. 


Compiled by Association 


This book of prices which realers1 


will pay for used cars is a compila- 
tion of the National Automobile Deal- 
er.1;' Association, operating as the ad- 
ministrative authority of the Automo- 
bile Dealers' Code. Its headquarters 
is at St. Louis, and F. W. A. Vesper 
i.s its president. 


The figures are derived from re- 


ports of the dealers in a score of dis. 
tricts. each dealer giving the prices at 
which he sold any cars in the prev- 
ious 60 days, besides a full description 
.if each automobile according to make 
year, style, engine number, and serial 
number. 


All these figures are averaged, and 


the lowest 20 i>er cent of the prices are 
emitted arbitrarily. 
These 
include 


prices mostly of junk cars and, if they 
were not rejected, would drag down 
the average kuotation for each auto- 
mobile far ty-'low what may be a fair 
rating, 


Deductions Are Made 


The averages are the 
maximum 


prices listed in the new dealers' guide 
book, at which the dealers may take 
in u.scd curs. 
But these maximum 


prices, also, must be subject to one of 
three deductions, depending on the 
age of your old cur. 


These 
deductions 
cover 
selling, 


handling, and reconditioning charges. 


A deduction of 5 per cent from the 


average allowance i.s made on the cur- 
rent series or the preceding series 
models; 10 per cent on the series next 
[•receding these, and 15 per cent on 
all curlier models. 


For instance, today, if your car i.s a 


11131 or l'J33 model, you would get. the 
maxinuuu allowance less 5 per cent; if 
a 1932 model, 10 per cent less; if it is 
older. 15 per cent cont less. 


Age Is \Vliat Counts 


These arbitrary figures are unfair, 


especially in those 
cases 
where a 


mctorist hasn't driven his car a great 
deal, but has kept it a considerable 
time. 


'I he ear may be a.s good as new. but 


the age of the u;;ed car i.s what counts 
in these transactions. 


And don't think you can get away

UNION 
WITH

MANY—The key to this illustrated map of war-tense 
Europe is the fact that ever since the World war the old 
Allies have been, quietly assisting Austria in maintain- 
ing a stable government. There was danger, immediate- 
Ill after the war, that disorganized Austria would lapse 
into Bol-shevi-sm. Later, H-S the Nazi parly developed in 
Gentiant/, there was even greater danger that dis- 
couraged A-ustrians /vould unite with their cousins the 
Germans under a strong-man, rule—upsetting the bal- 
ance of power and pa-vin.g the ivaij for a new war in 
Europe. 


The dream of Anslro-Gcrman unity goes back to the 


days of Bismarck, 1848. One-third of the old Austrian, 
empire, broken, up during the World war, speaks Ger- 
man, and is otherwise attracted by blood-ties and tra- 
dition, Adolf Hitler, dictator of Germany, was himself 
born, in Austria. 


To bolster up Austria and make sure t]iis pan-Ger- 


manic union would not occur, the old Allies have from 
time to time extended huge credits through various in- 
ternational banks to whichever Austrian party or leader 
promised the most stable and orderly government. 


•At the present time the dominant Austrian is Engel- 


bcrt Dollfuxs, chancellor and advocate of "middle of the 
road" policies. He has hud to contend with the radical 
Socialists, on the one hand, and the radical Nazis, or 
fi'iuicists, on the other. 


The present rebellion, occurred ivhen the government 


dissolved the Austrian Socialist party. 
The Socialists 


claimed the government was xwinyina oner to the Nazis. 


But previously thc-gove.rnmcnt had dissolved the Ger- 


man, Nazi organization and c.tpcUcd its leaders from 
Austria. 


France, stirred by her ancient feud u'ith Germany, 


plays the lead card in the Allied' dealings with Austria. 


Today the French govci tnncnt unofficially 
suggested 


to the League of Nations that the Allies send troops into 
Austria, presumably for the double-purpose of ending 
civil war between the government and Hie Socialists and 
to determine how much truth there is in the Socialists' 
charge that Doll funs' regime is quietly going over to

Machine guns kept up a sporadic 


but bloody fire; troops were being 
hurriedly called into action; hand gre- 
nades and bombs exploded in Vienna 
and other important cities as Social- 
ists, after declaring a general strike, 
challenged authorities and defied the 
artillery of government forces. 


In and near Graz, in southeastern 


Styria province, a stubborn battle 
waged into Tuesday morning, with the 
number of dead set at 50 and the in- 
jured at 100. 


After bitter fighting soldiers had 


ejected the Socialists from the Graz 
police station, only to lose it. A re- 
port early today said the Socialists 
again were in the station and were 
holding it against heavy fire. 


Socialists Outlawed 


In Vienna, where the cabinet met in 


permanent session and decreed disso- 
lution of the Socialist party, bursts of 
firing dealt death and destruction, 
with gas attacks adding to the ter- 
rors. 


The capital, in most sections, was 


lighted only by candles and (lie stars; 
the electric light services were cut by 
Socialists. Telephone service was dis-

When to Report Income From Sal- 


arlcs, Wngcs, Etc. 


Of the millions of income-tax re- 


turns that arc filed annually, the vast 
majority are from salaried persons 


j and wage earners whose income ir, 
i derived from personal services. 
i 
In general, compensation for pcr- 


| son;il services should be reported for 


taxation purposes in the year it is re- 
ceived or unqualifiedly made sub- 
ject to demand. Compensation cred- 
ited to the account of or set apart for 
a taxpayer, without ;my substantial 
limilat'ion or restriction, and which 
may be drawn upon by him at any 
time, is subject to tax for the year 
during which so credited or set apart, 
although not then actually reduced to 
p6ti'es:-ion. If the services were ren- 
dered during the year 1932. or oven 
prior thereto, but the compensation 
was not received, or mude unquali- 
fiedly subject to demand, by the tax- 
payer until the your 1933. the entire 
timcUiit is taxable in the year rccoiv- 


j eel. or made unqualifiedly subject to 


demand, when the taxpayer is re- 
porting on the cash receipts and dis- 
bursements basis, which is the basis 
used hy most persons in reporting net 
income. 


All of the various types of compen- 


sation, unlesh specifically exempt by 
statute or exempt 
by 
fundamental 


law, should be included in the tax- 
'payer's return of gross income, sucli 
as salaries, wages, fees, commissions, 
'bonuses, 
tips, honorariums, 
prizes, 


awards, pensions in recognition of past 
services, etc. Where services aro paid 
for in whole or in part with something 
other than money, the fair market 
value of the thing taken in payment 
must be included UK income. Other 
items subject tc lax arc fees received 
by ministers of the gospel for fun- 
erals, baptisms, masses, and like ser- 
vices; executors' fees; directors' fees; 
Federal jury fees; and prizes received 
in contests of various kinds.

than the car is worth on the basis 
of its "low mileage." No longer may 
he "doctor" the engine with heavy 
oil to make it run silently or more 
smoothly.

Neither can he sell you a "demon-

Any necessary adjustments in the 


production claims of 
an individual 


grower, or in county totals which intern 
out of line with the "official" pro- 
duction figures for that county, would 
of course mean delay in mailing oul 
checks. 


The first rental payments should

JDrop of 189 Last Year, 


While Dailies Lost But 


. " 7, Census Discloses 


PHILADELFHJA, Pa. — A marked 


decrease in the number of newspapers 
published in the United States and 
\ Canada during 1933 is revealed in the 


sixty-sixth edition of N. W. Ayer & 
Son's Directory of Newspapers and 
Periodicals, just issued for 1934. 


The number of newspapers decreas- 


ed 212. from a ta tolof 14.174 at the be- 
ginning of 1933 to a total of 13,962 at 
the beginning of the current year. The 
largest drop was 189 in the number 
of weekly newspapers 
while 
daily 


newspapers lost only 7. There are 
now 2,0005 dailies (including foreign 
language dailies) and 11,357 weeklies 
in the "United States and Canada. 


.Trade and business publications suf 


fered even larger losses than newspa- 
pers during the last year, the total 
having decreased 282, from 3000 in 
1933 to 2718 this year. The number 
of general publications, however, in- 
creased by 220, and now totals 4144, as 
against. 3435 last year. 


Counting all known' publications in 


he United States and Canada, there 
re now 20,333, as compared with 21,109 
n 1933. The highest point in newspa- 
er and periodical history was reach- 
d in 1927 with a total of 24.868. 
The present Directory, of 1326 pages, 
ists and descirbes all known publica- 


iS in the United States and Can- 


ada and gives a complete business 


icture of each state, describing its 
hysical characteristics, population, in" 
iustry, commerce and agriulture.

WASHINGTON—National Recovery 


Alministrator Hugh S. Johnson hassis- 
sued the following statement: 


"Information has reached the NRA 


:hat certain individuals and corpora- 
tions, operating for private profit, are 
going about the country organizing 
:rade stimulation campaigns in various 
communities, solociting funds 
from 


citizens 'and merchants, ostensibly to 
be used to cover the expenses of trade 
stimulation campaigns in those com- 
munities. 


"The arguments employed by these 


promoters in the solicitation of funds, 
so closely parallell the "Buy Now" 
appeals of the government, employed 
in the Recovery campaign, that strong 
implication is created that these ef- 
forts are made under the auspices of 
the government. 


"It should be known that the gov- 


ernment has not designated ot any in- 
dividuals or corporations authority to 
promote such campaigns under the 
auspices of the Recovery movement."
